ed depth, with a gross tonnage of 21,000 
tons, and a displacement of 38,500 foe*. 
The venae! has. four mast^and two fan- 
nela, the height of tho latter being 131 
feet above the keel, and their diameter . 
14 feet 3 Inches. 

The Cedric hae accommodation for 350 
Aral saloon, 250 second saloon and about

Thu**- who jumped from flu* third story 
window s had Uttle hope of .surviving, hut 
few hesitated as tlie flames came nearer 
and nearer. The injured werv conveyed 
to adjoin big btnrfmw* hons«a. 

The fire department turned .Its efforts 
to preventing the spread of the flames. 
Hevcrul times the National hotel caught 
fire, hut was saved. 

Entrance to the Clifton was oat of the 
question, aud the per»ous who had not 
Jumped were s*mmi suffocated.

If the critic*, who have condemned the 
steamer Victorian on past reputation* 
and performances, could hut see the ex¬ 
tensive work now being tloin- on the ship 
in fitting her for the TertniogJ^ railway 
service between Sidney and Tort Guichon 
they would perhaps arrive at different 
conclusion*. The Victorian will be aa 
stanch a vessel as plies in these wateaa, 
remarked Capt. Cavln, who U in ehar«e 
of the vessel, thi* morning, and certainly 
the character of her repair* and alter¬ 
ations would seem to the nnrk-e at least 
to prove the accuracy of the Captain's 
prediction*. Tl» Victorian WRT be on the 
Stnrka at the Esquimalt Marine Railway 
gutll the end of March, hut every day 
sees big progress made in the work be¬ 
ing done. It was found after the vessel 
was hauled out that the cause of the 
lesk which sunk her st her whsrf in the 
npper harbor came iu through the dead 
light port, which had been left open. It 
was alaq discovered after steam had 
been got up on the steamer that the most 
of her vibration was attributable to ths 
fact that her engine bolts, large iron 
n»ds which extended from the maehiuery 
through the hull, did not hold securely; 
that they would work loose no matter 
how* tightened, and that ft required some¬ 
thing more than timber to fasten them 
to keep them rigid. 

To overcome these difficulties the dead 
lights are to be disposed of except in the 
extreme forward part of the ship; the 
sponsons which hud been added to the 
ship by Ihidwc.il A Company are to be 
repaired and only pipes running <0 the 
aide of the ship, for ventilation purposes, 
will remain where the p^rta once wtwe. 
To add stability to the hall 1ft by ‘JO 
inch timbers will extend for 140 feet on 
either aide ou the exterior paralleling the 
keel and acting as keelsons. Over these 
again steel plates %\ fret long. 14 inches 
wide and one and a half inches thick 
will be placed. T*» these the engine bolts 
are to be fastened after paseing through 
the Mtf timbers mentioned, leaving 
them so secure that they cannot fail to 
hold the steamer's engines with perfect 
rigidity. Ou either side of the keel tim¬ 
bers eighteen inches wide and 14 inches 
deep hare lies placed, giving i total 
width to that section of 40 inches. 

When these improvements have been 
carried out there is Uttle doubt but that 
the liogt will be a* Atahle as the require¬ 
ments of the business warrants. Records 
•how that the steamer has curried 40(1 
t«*na between the Round and ftkagway, 
and when .it is n u\emtiered that she is 
only required to curry about 280 tons 
when freights! with eight loaded cars, 
the number she is supposed to receive 
under the contract which the owners 
have with the city, it will he realised 
that with the additional strength which 
i* now being giren her hull that the Vie-, 
torian will ne quite equal to the business 
of the proposed service. Hut attention 
b> not alone bring devoted to Improving 
the hull. A big force of mechanlra are 
i at work orertianling and repairing the 
machinery and boilers. All told there 
an* probably 70 men engaged on- the 
ship, with a daily expenditure of some, 
tiling like $500.

In 1MM the trial runs of the celebrated 
2,000-hnrm*-|Miwt r yacht Turbinla 
hronglit to lljrlit the unexpected marine 
phenomenon of “cavitation.” followed In 
1NBD bv tke record run of the ill fated 
Viper. TT.1 kiort*. or 43 statnte utiles per 
honr. The Viper was 210 feet long. 21 
feet beam, snd her displacement was 
3Til» tons. The segregate capacity of lief 
turbine equipment was 10.000 liorse* 
power, an axtimhdiiiig figure for a boa* 
of such small dimensions. The Vipei 
was equipped with eight propellers run 
ning at 1.200 revolutions. The Cobra, 
a sister destrover of aon'ewhnt le*« dia 
placement, was <N|uipped with an 11.300. 
horse-power turbine outfit, snd attained 
a speed of 35.0 knots. Both shifts were, 
however, of too frail construction and 
were tost after a short period of service. 


In spite of these disasters, which were iu 
no manner due to faulty turbine con¬ 
struction, a third class cruiser and a 
number of new destroyers are being 
equipped with turbines, notable among 
these being the Velox.
